(3) After the Department of Public Health makes its 
determination, it shell notify the employee and the employee's 
department head, and for vacation leave transfers the employee's 
department head must essent to the determination. 

(4) In order to continue to qualify es catastrophically ill, 
an employee who has been determined to be catastrophically ill may 
from time to time be required (1) to submit to specified examination 
and/or (ii) to supply further documentation of current medical 
status, as is necessary in the opinion of the Department of Public 
Health or its designee in order to continue to qualify as 
catastrophically ill; provided, however, that such request shall not 
be made for the purpose of harassing said employee. 


(5) If an employee is determined not to be catastrophically 
ill, the employee shall have a cight to appeal the decision through 


-an administrative appeal process to be esteblished by the Public 


Health Commission, end which shall include the right to review by 
the Director of the Department of Public Health and, finally, a 
hearing before the Public Health Commission. The Department of 
Public Health shall automatically provide the employee with a 
written letter setting for the reasons for denial and the procedure 
for filing an administrative appeal. The Public Health Commission 
shall promulgate and post the administrative appeal rules within 14 


days from the effective date of this ordinance. The administrative 
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appeal process in its entirety shall not exceed 60 days. An 


employee whose application has been disapproved is not obligated to 
exhaust the administrative appeals process before reapplying, and 
instead the employee may reapply after observing a 30-day wait 
period from the date of the initial denial. 

(e) ELIGIBILITY TO TRANSFER SICK LEAVE AND/OR VACATION 
CREDITS. Any employee of the City and County of San Francisco who 
is eligible to accumulate and use vacation credits and sick leave 
may transfer sick leave and/or vacation credits to another employee 
subject to the following conditions: 

(1) The trensferring employee must retain a minimum sick leave 
balance of 64 hours; 

(2) Transfers must be in units of eight hours; 

(3) All transfers are irrevocable; 

(4) The transferring employee may transfer hours once per aay 
period per recipient; 

(5) The transferring employee may transfer a maximum of 80 
hours per pay period and 480 hours per cselender year; and 

(6) Neither the transferring employee nor the designated 

recipient may be in violation of Subsection (i). 
Notwithstanding the foregoing, for employees retiring after January 
31, 1992 and prior to March 31, 1992 pursuant to Charter section

(1) All medical records submitted by an employee pursuant to 
this statute are to be kept confidential by the Department of Pubic 
Health or its designee.

Substantial Rehabilitation. The renovation, alteration or 


(q) 
remodeling of residential units of 50 or more years of age which have 
been condemned or which do not qualify for certificates of occupancy 
or which require substantial renovation in order to conform the 
building to contemporary standards for decent, safe and sanitary 
housing. Substantial rehabilitation may vary in degree from gutting 
and extensive reconstruction extensive improvements that cure 
substantial deferred maintenance. Cosmetic improvements alone such as 
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for use of water in excess of Water Department allocations under the 


following conditions: 

(A) The landlord provides tenants with written 
certification that the following have been installed in all units: 
(1) permanently-installed retrofit devices designed to reduce the 
amount of water used per flush or low-flow toilets (1.6 gallons per 
flush); (2) low-flow showerheads which allow a4 flow of no more than 
2,5 gallons per minute; and (3) faucet aerators (where instalation on 
current faucets is physically feasible); and 

(B) The landlord provides the tenants with written 
certification that no known plumbing leaks currently exist in the 
building and that any leaks reported by tenants in the future will be 
promptly repaired; and 

(C) The iandlord provides the tenants with a copy of the 
water bill for the period in which the penalty was charged. 
Only penalties billed for a service period which begins after the 
effective date of the ordinance [April 20, 1991] may be passed through 
to tenants. Where penalties result from an allocation which does not 
reflect documented changes in occupancy which occurred after March l, 
1991, a landlord must, if requested in writing by a tenant, make a 
good faith effort to appeal the allotment. Increases based upon 
penalties shall be pro-rated on a per room basis provided that the 
tenancy existed during the time the penalty charges accrued. Such 
charges shall not become part of a tenant's base rent. Where a 
penalty in any given billing period reflects a 25% or more increase in 
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consumption over the prior billing period, and where that increase 
does not appear to result from increased occupancy or any other known 
use, a landlord may not impose any increase based upon such penalty 
unless inspection by a licensed plumber or Water Department inspector 
fails to reveal a plumbing or other leak. If the inspection does 
reveal a leak, no ,increase based upon penalties may be imposed at any 
time for the period of the unrepaired leak,

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(c) Timeliness of Applications. No person submitting an 
application after the deadlines set forth in this ordinance shall be 
granted permission to conduct a street fair in the corresponding 
period unless the person demonstrates to the Satisfaction of the 
director of public works that the failure to submit a timely 
application was justified by extraordinary circumstances; provided, 
however, that in no event shall an applicant be permitted to file an 
application less than 60 days prior to the proposed date for the 
event.

(a) Severability. {ff any part of this section, or the 


application thereof, is held to ba invalid, the remainder of this 
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11. UMBs are vital to San Francisco’s economy. They provide low-cost housing, job sites, 
and irreplaceable historic and architectural resources. Yet in an earthquake they pose great 
danger to passersby and occupants. 

12. The danger can be mitigated by structural reinforcement. ‘The study "Seismic Retrofitting 
Alternatives for San Francisco's Unreinforced Masoury Buildings: Estimates of Construction 
Cost & Seismic Damage", by Rutherford & Chekene, analyzed three alternative upgrade levels 
and the damage prevention effects of each. The lowest level of retrofit, if applied to all UMBs, 
would cut by one-half expected deaths and injuries and by over one-third the expected property 
damage. The intermediate retrofit level would result in about one-sixth the deaths and injuries 
and less than one-half the damages. The most stringent retrofit alternative would result in 
about one-eighth the deaths and injuries and one-third the damages. 

13. Retrofit designed to minimize earthquake related damage to UMBs would reduce loss 
of life and injury as well as prevent greater costs and hardships due to rescue, post-quake 
recovery, and negative economic hardships attributable to loss of housing and job sites. 

14. The retrofitting of UMBs is consistent with City and State public policies. It is stressed 
in the State Seismic Safety Commission's 5-year Plan, "California at Risk"; further, Senate Bill 
547 requires all cities and counties in Seismic Zone 4 to establish a mitigation program for 
potentially hazardous buildings. The Community Safety Element of the City’s Master Plan, 
Policy 2 of Objective 1, calls for the City to "Initiate orderly abatement of hazards from existing 
buildings and structures"; Residence Element Policy 42 calls for Reduc[ing] seismic hazards 
in unreinforced masonry buildings without reducing the supply of affordable housing." Two of 
Proposition M’s priority policies are furthered: “That the City’s supply of affordable housing 
be preserved and enhanced" and "that the City achieve the greatest possible preparedness to 
protect against injury and loss of life in an earthquake." 


15. The Chief Administrative Officer chairs a Task Force on Unreinforced Masonry 
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Buildings which has been meeting regularly for three years to develop programs to increase the 
seismic resistance of UMBs. Representatives of the engineering profession, community housing 
development community, and lending community participate as members of the Task Force, 
along with representatives of the Department of Public Works, Fire Department, City 
Attorney's Office, Planning Department, Mayor's Office of Housing, Mayor's Office of Business 
and Economic Development and the Rent Stabilization Board. The Task Force is advised by 
a Community Advisory Committee with over 40 members which has three sub-committees: 
Financial, Socio-economic, and Technical. In addition, valuable guidance has been provided 
by the Seismic Investigation and Hazard Survey Advisory Committee and the Geotechnical 
Subcommittee thereof. Community meetings have been held both at City Hall and ir the 
neighborhoods of UMB concentration. 

16. Under direction of the Planning Department, an Environmental Impact Report has been 
prepared. Additional data and analysis were provided by the studies "Seismic Retrofitting 
Alternatives for San Francisco's Unreinforced Masonry Buildings: Socio-economic and Land 
Use Implications of Alternative Requirements" and “Earthquake Hazards and Housing.” - 

17. On the basis of the recommendations of the Task Force, committees and subcommittees 
and careful review of the studies and testimony of the public, the Board of Supervisors finds 
the necessity of requiring structural reinforcement of all load-bearing UMBs with few 
exemptions. 

18. Compliance with the UMB Ordinance could, in some cases, be a hardship to owners and 
occupants. It is necessary to balance these potential hardships with the benefits of retrofit and 
to offer financing assistance as available, education and training, avenues of appeal, and waiving 
of otherwise-triggered code compliance requirements. 

19. The availabitity of financial assistance through a $350 million general obligation bond 


issue is a mandatory element of the Unreinforced Masonry Building Seismic Retrofit Program. 
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hazard presented by the building. Priorities and time periods are established for work to be 


completed. 


Requirements for seismic strengthening of unreinforced masonry bearing wall buildings are 


contained in Chapter 15. 


Scope 


Sec. 1402. The provisions of this chapter shall apply to all existing buildings having one or 


more bearing walls of unreinforced masonry as defined in Chapter 15. 


Exceptions; 1. Group R Division 1 and 3 unreinforced masonry buildings containing 


less than five dwelling units or guest rooms and used solely for residential purposes. 


2. Accessory unreinforced masonry buildings used for residential purposes on the 
same lot as a Group R Division 1 and 3 buildings of any type of construction 
containing less than five dwelling units or guest rooms and used solely for residential 


purposes. 


3. Buildings which have been brought into full compliance with Section 104(f). 


Compliance with the provisions of Chapters 14 and 15 does not supersede the requirement 


for compliance with Section 104(f) when required by Sections 104(b) or 502. 


A permit issued solely for compliance with any of the procedures of Chapters 14 and 15 of 
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this code shall not be considered a “substantial change" or "structural work" as defined in 


Section 104(b) and compliance with Section 104(f) will not be required. 


Definitions 


Sec. 1403. For the purpose of Chapters 14 and 15, certain terms are defined as follows. 

Bolts-plus is the installation of shear and tension anchors at the roof and floors and, when 
required, the bracing of the UMB walls upon evaluation of the height-to-thickness ratio of these 
walls. 

Poor soil is all soil lying bayward of the line indicating the landward limit of Bay Mud 
deposits as shown on the U.S. Geological Survey Map MF-1376, title "Map Showing the 
200-feet thickness contour of surficial deposits and the landward limit of Bay Mud deposits of 
San Francisco, California," by William B. Joyner, 1982. 

Exception: A building need not be considered as being located on poor soil when a 
sub-surface exploration demonstrates that the site is not underlain by Bay Mud.. .« 

Unreinforced Masonry Building (UMB) is a building having at least one unreinforced 


masonry bearing wall. 


Compliance Requirements 


Sec. 1404. (a) General. The owner of each UMB building within the scope of this chapter and 
chapter 15 shall cause a structural analysis to be made of the building by a civil or structural 
engineer or architect licensed by the state of California, and if the building does not meet the 
minimum standards specified in this code, except as provided for in Chapters 14 and 15, the 


owner shall cause the building to be structurally altered to conform to such standards or cause 
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4. Application for building permit. The owner shall submit to BBI an application for structural 
alteration per provisions of this chapter accompanied by structural plans, specifications and 
calculations for the proposed mitigation solution or a building permit application to demolish. 
Time periods for submission of the application and for permit processing and approval are 
established in Table No. 14-A. The timeline for submission of this application shall be 
triggered by the passage of a $350 million dollar general obligation bond by the voters of San 


Francisco. 


5. Commencement and completion of construction. Construction work shall commence and 
a Certificate of Final Completion and Occupancy shall be obtained within the time limits set 
forth in Table No. 14-A. The time limits to comply with this chapter shall run from the date 
the order is first served, except that the time limit to obtain a Certificate of Final Completion 


and Occupancy shall run from the date the building permit is first issued. 


6. Transfer of title. No transfer of title shall alter the timeline compliance set forth in Table 
No. 14-A.. 


Administration 


Sec. 1405. (a) Service of order. The Superintendent shall, within 6 months of the effective date 
of this ordinance, issue an order as provided in this section to the owner of each building within 
the scope of this chapter. The order shall contain a copy of the administrative provisions of 
Chapters 14 and 15, a commentary on these administrative provisions, a sample inventory form 
and an engineering report summary form. The order shall be served in accordance with Section 


203(c)2 for unsafe buildings. 
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(b) Appeal from order. The owner or the owner's agent may appeal the Superintendent's 
order to the Board of Examiners in accordance with Section 204(c). 

(c) Recordation. Upon receipt of the inventory form, the Superintendent shall cause to be 
filed with the County Recorder, an order of abatement and a copy of the inventory form. The 
Superintendent may cause an order of abatement to be recorded, upon expiration of the time 


period for submittal of the inventory form as stated in Table No. 14-A. 


(d) Enforcement. Whenever an order, issued by the Superintendent, to structurally alter or 
demolish a UMB building, has rot been complied with within the time frame set by Table No. 
14-A, the Superintendent shall have the power to abate the building in accordance with Section 
203(m). 


(€) Removal from Inventory. After all of the retrofit work required by this chapter and 
Chapter 15 has been completed in any building to the satisfaction of the Superintendent.aad 
a Certificate of Final Completion has been issued in accordance with Section 307, the 
Superintendent shall remove that building from the inventory list of potentially hazardous 
unreinforced masonry bearing wall buildings required by Section 8877(a) of the California 
Government Code. The Superintendent shall thereupon cause to be filed with the County 


Recorder a release of any order of abatement recorded under Section 1405(c). 


(f) Voluntary Seismic Strengthening. If the time line for mandatory submission of the 
building permit application required by Section 1404(b)4 is not triggered due to the failure of 
the voters to pass the general obligation bond referred to in that section, the owner of any 


building within the scope of this chapter may voluntarily retrofit the building in accordance with 
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2. the building is vacated and secured to the Superintendent's satisfaction. For Occupancy 


Group A buildings only, in lieu of vacation, an owner may agree in writing to limit 
occupancy of the building to not more than 12 hours per week or 4 hours in any one 
day. Signs shall also be posted at each entrance to the building stating: “WARNING.

All buildings shall have a seismic resisting system conforming with 


Section 2303(b), except as modified by this chapter. 


(b) Alterations and Repairs. Alterations and repairs required to meet the provisions of this 
chapter shall comply with all other applicable structural requirements of this code unless 


specifically provided for in this chapter. 


(c) Requirements for Plans. In addition to the requirements of Section 302(d) of this code,

Sec. 1515. (a) Scope. This section applies when this chapter requires in-place testing of the 


quality of masonry mortar. 


(b) Preparation of Sample. The bed joints of the outer wythe of the masonry shall be tested 
in shear by laterally displacing a single brick relative to the adjacent bricks in the same wythe. 
The head joint opposite the loaded end of the test brick shall be carefully excavated and 
cleared. The brick adjacent to the loaded end of the test brick shall be carefully removed by 


sawing or drilling and excavating to provide space for a hydraulic ram and steel loading blocks. 


(c) Application of Load and Determination of Results. Stecl blocks, the size of the end of the 
brick, shall be used on each end of the ram to distribute the load to the brick.

(b) Existing Anchors. The test apparatus shall be supported on the masonry wall. The distance 


between the anchor and the test apparatus support shall not be less than the wall thickness. 
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Existing wall anchors shall be given a preioad of 300 pounds prior to establishing a datum for 
recording elongation. The tension test load reported shall be recorded at % inch relative 
movement of the anchor and the adjacent masonry surface. Results of all tests shall be 
reported. The report shall include the test results as related to the wall thickness and joist

(c) Combined Shear and Tension Bolts. Combined shear and tension bolts embedded in

All nuts shall be installed over malleable iron or plate washers when bearing on wood and

(d) Prequalification test for bolts and other types of anchors. The procedure set forth above 
may be used to determine the allowable tension values for new embedded or through bolts 
except that no preload is required. Bolts shall be installed in the same manner and using the 
same materials as will be used in the actual construction. A minimum of 5 tests for each bolt 
size and type shall be performed for each class of masonry in which they are proposed to be 


used. The allowable tension value for such anchors shall be 25 percent of the average value

prevent cruelty to animals, (2) to safeguard the health, safety 
and welfare of the community, and (3) to prevent the adverse 
psychological impact on children exposed to animal sacrifices. 

12. This Article shall apply to any person, group, firm or 
corporation that kills, maims or sacrifices any animal in any 
type of ritual, or provides animals for that purpose. 

SEC. 1A.2. DEFINITIONS. 

As used in this Chapter, the following words and phrases 
shall have the meanings indicated herein: 

“Animal” shall mean any member of any species of the animal 
kingdom. 

“Animal Sacrifice" shall mean the intentional killing or 
maiming of any animai in a ritual which killing or maiming is 
committed not in accordance with state and federal humane 
slaughter laws and which is not primarily for consumption as food. 

"Ritual Slaughter” shall mean the preparation and killing 
of any animal for consumption as food in compliance with the 
State Kosher FooG Law (Penal Code §383b), or any other applicable 
kosher slaughter statute. 

“Slaughter” shail mean the killing of any &nimal by any 


person, group, firm or Gorporation for consumption as food in 


accordance with state and federal humane slaughter jaws.

A “contract” shall include an 
agreement between the City and a person or non-profit entity to 
perform construction related services or fund the performance of 
such services. Except as otherwise specifically defined in this 
section, a “contract” does not include: (1) awards made by the 
City with Federal/State grant or City general fund monies to a 
non-profit entity where the City offers assistance, guidance, or 
supervision on a project or program and the recipient of the 
grant award uses the grant monies to provide services to the 
community; (2) sales transactions where the City sells its 
personal or real property; (3) a loan transaction where the City 
is acting as a debtor or a creditor; (4) lease, franchise, or 
concession agreements; (5) agreements to use City real property; 
or (6) gifts of materials, equipment, supplies or services to the

“Contract Awarding Authority” shall mean the City officer,

encouraging MBE/WBEs to attend pre-bid meetings, scheduled by a 
department or the Commission, to inform potential contractors of 
contracting opportunities; (2) advertising in general circulation 
media, trade association publications and minority/woman business 
focus media; (3) notifying MBE/WBEs who are available to perform 
the work contemplated in a contract, soliciting their inte est in 
the contract; (4) dividing the contract work into economically 
feasible units to facilitate MBE/WBE participation in the 
contract; (5S) pursuing solicitations of interest by contacting 
MBE/WBEs to determine whether these businesses are interested in 
Participating on the contract; (6) providing MBE/WBEs with 
adequate information about the plan, specifications and

Latinos (defined as Mexicans, Puerto Ricans, Cubans, Central or 
South Americans). 

“Minority Business Enterprise (MBE)" shall mean an 
economically disadvantaged local business which is an independent 
and continuing business for profit, performs a commercially 
useful function, and is owned and controlled by one or more 
minority persons residing in the United States or its territories.

subcontractor or contractor from any contract with the City; 
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4. contracts shall require bidders, contractors, and 
subcontractors to maintain records necessary for monitoring their 
compliance with this Ordinance; 

5. contracts shall require that during the term of the 
contract, the prime contractor shall fulfill the MBE and WBE 
Participation commitments submitted with their bid; 

6. Contracts shall require prime contractors to 
include a contract provision in any subcontract with an MBE or 
WBE which provides MBE and WBE subcontractors with a remedy for a 
prime contractor's non-compliance with his or her commitment to 
utilize MBE and WBE subcontractors. This contractual provision 
shall include an agreement by the prime contractor to compensate 
any MBE or WBE subcontractor if the prime contractor does not 
fulfill its commitment to utilize the MBE or WBE subcontractor. 
This contractual provision shall also state that it is 
enforceable in a court of competent jurisdiction. 

7. Whenever contract supplements, amendments or change 
orders are made which cumulatively increase the total dollar 
value of a construction contract by more than ten percent (10%), 
the contractor shall comply with those MBE and WBE provisions of 
this Ordinance which applied to the original contract with 
respect to the supplement. amendment, or change order. 

8. Contracts in which subcontracting is utilized shall 
prohibit back contracting to the prime contractor or lower tier 
subcontracting for any purpose inconsistent with the provisions 
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there is significant disparity between equally qualified white 
and minority lawyers in terms of income, current employment 
positions, hiring, promotion and retention in San Francisco. The 
study also concludes that a high percentage of white and minority 
lawyers believe that racial discrimination plays a role in the 
employment practices of San Francisco legal employers.

The City is granting Asian, Black, Latino and women owned 
law firms a bid preference pursuant to Section 12D.8.(B)2. to 
encourage majority law firms to joint venture with these minority 
and women owned law firms when competing for the award of City

Majority owned law firm based in San Francisco that enters into 
an affirmative action program with the Director and agrees to

additional steps as are practicable to foster and enhance 
relations between the majority firm and minority owned law firms, 
including but not limited to providing educational and training 
Opportunities in furtherance of the objectives of this Ordinance 
as it relates to the legal profession.
